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In the arguments, applicant states that, Semple (US 6,085,177) does not disclose "a WEB transaction-use processing state table 
which enhances the normal processing state table and which stipulates a WEB transaction carried out by the WWW by the 
same specifications as the normal processing state table", examiner respecfully disagrees. Semple discloses the ATM system 
performs normal functions of a prior-art ATM system and additionally performs communication function to facilitate 
communication with the Internet. Thus, Semple's ATM system allows the user to perform both normal ATM transactions and 
access to the Internet. Semple's ATM system provides a normal user interface to both ATM transactions and the access to the 
Interent. By pressing the "Web Access" key, the system loads the web browser sofware out of memory so the user can access 
to the WWW. Although Semple does not mention "processing state table", but Semple teaches using two processing user 
interfaces separately, a normal user interface for ATM transactions and user interface for the Internet (column 4 t lines 47-55), 
thus "user interface" in Semple is equivalent to applicant's "state table". Therefore, for the reason set forth above, examiner 
decides to maintain the Final rejection. 
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
